Introduction 

This  is  tfie  24th  in  a  series  of  statistical  bulletins  to  be 
released  by  the  USDA  Forest  Service,  Northeastern 
Forest  Experiment  Station.  These  statistics  are  for  use 
by  hardvi/ood  related  industries,  forest  managers,  the 
academic  community,  and  the  general  public.  Current, 
as  v/ell  as  historical,  data  are  presented  for  compari- 
son. 

Lumber,  veneer,  and  plyv/ood  export  figures  for  the 
third  quarter  of  1 989  and  thereafter  are  based  on  com- 
puter programs  updated  by  the  U.S.  Department  of 
Commerce,  Bureau  of  the  Census,  in  cooperation  v/ith 


the  USDA  Forest  Service,  Princeton,  West  Virginia,  and 
reflect  actual  amounts  exported.  The  remaining  vol- 
ume figures  for  exports  continue  to  be  suppressed 
due  to  errors  in  data.  Export  figures  betvi/een  1 980  and 
1988  are  unreliable  due  to  errors  during  the  develop- 
ment of  these  statistics.
